for the purpose of obtaining "credit.— 
Bewarejof gaudy exterior, rogues usual- 
ly dress well. The rich are plain men. 
Trust him, if any one, who carries lit- 
tle upon his back. Never trust him 
who flies into a passion on being dun- 
ned : make him pay quickly, if there 
be any virtue in the law. 


Beware of him who is an office seek- 


er : men don't usually want office when 
they have any- thing to do. A man's 
affairs are rather low when he seeks of- 
fice for support. 
Trust no stranger : 


your goods are better than doubtful 
charges. What is character worth if 
you make it cheap by crediting all a- 
like? 
Agree before hand with every 


man about to do a job ; and if large, put 
it in writing: if either decline this, 
quit it or be cheated.—Though you 
want a job ever so much, make all sure 
at the outset; and in a case at all doubt- 
ful, insist on a guarantee. 
Be not a- 


fraid to ask it—the best test of respon- 
sibility; for if offence be taken, you 
have escaped a loss. If he be in fact 
responsible, he will like you the better, 
for he thus knows that he is dealing 
with a man who looks at the end of 
things and may be well served. If not, 
he will be provoked, and discharge you 
instantly. Thus you have it in your 
power always to protect yourself in any 
doubtful case, by simply insisting upon 
security. "Once well begun is twice 
done.''* 


NO is a very useful word—be not 


afraid to use it. 
Many a man has pi- 


ned in misery for years, by not having 
courage to pronounce that little mono- 
syllable. 


Work for a man that is punctual, at 


less wages than for him who is not: 
you get the balance in certainly of pay- 
ment. One dollar sure is better than 
two doubtful, and will avail more upon 
a shift. 
If you can't get full wages, 


take less—better so than be idle. Shun 
idleness as a disease. A shilling a day 
is better than nothing. The very fact 
of being at work will procure employ, 
by and by, at a fair rate. Men avoid 
him who is all the while strolling about 
the slrcels—he is judged unfit for any 
thing and may die for want of employ. 


I{ you can find nothing else to do, 


read and improve your mind, and fit 
yourself for belter doing what you 
may have to do. Instruct your chil- 
dren—see that they have good schools: 
go to the school with them occasional- 
ly, and lake a glance al the method in 
which it is conducted. 
Do you think 


thev will ever respect you, or be worth 
having, if you neglect them in their 
youth, when the mind llrsx takes its 
bent and inclinations I 
No man that 


has a fannk ever should say that he 
ha? jioihhig to do. 


Job about your house, or hi your 


garden. If you ba^e no garden, hiie a 
piece of ground and make one : till it 
a^ -vd] as y<>u can : al any rate, there 
raise your family 
%e,^e tables. 
The 


poor ruun, as well as the rich, feels the 


benefit of a garden. 
If he can't get 


work every day abroad, he may have 
it there. Besjdes, you may often find 
an odd hour or a half hour, during reg- 
ular employ, when you can labor in it 
profitably: and you may in such case, 
rise an hour earlier in the morning, 
and hoe your garden, and thus almost 
subsist your family, instead of taking a 
part of your day's wages for market- 
ing. 
The market is a canker that, by 


degrees, will eat you out, while you 
are eating upon *'t. 


A good garden, with a little salted 


provisions, will support your house- 
hold a whole summer; you need little 
or no fresh meat during the season— 
better without it. 
Buy a few bushels 


of wheat, and get it ground at the cus- 
tom mills—much cheaper than to pur- 
chase flour by the barrel, and more 
wholesome by not being run too fine, 
and there is a great saving. 
You may 


have a cow grazing upon the common 
in the proper season, and hay costs but 
a trifle—see to all this. 


Doctor Franklin once lived well up- 


on about fifty dollars a year, including 
all expenses. 
One may, in this coun- 


try, 
carry himself well through with 


less money. If you have a roof a little 
out, your wood will cost nothingbut the 
trouble of picking it up, and the thanks 
of the owner for taking it away. 
Ma- 


ny a laborer has, from the balance of 
his earnings, above the support of a 
large family, become the proprietor of 
a decent house and piece of land, in the 
course of five years, and been all the 
time free from debt. 


Stroll not about begging patronage. 


What is patronage ? 


Nothing, after your ability is known. 


Then, if you are fit for employ, you 
will have it—if not, a better man should. 
You must stand competition ; this is 
the life of business ; get work by supe- 
rior skill, punctuality and attention — 
Men know their own interest and will 
follow it in spite of friendship. Give 
me the skill and you may have all,the 
patrons. 
They will stick to you as 


long as you serve them best—no long- 
er. If too many are in the business, 
let the balance clear out; and they will 
soon do so if the public do not falsely 
cherish them with fair words of patron- 
age, which mean nothing but "every 
man for himself." 


Recollect, the main point is employ, 


and not fair words. 
One man giving 


a job is worth forty promising- it.— 
Promises are the ruin of many, and u- 
sually impart nothing but a vitality to 
hope. 
Many a man promises 
from 


mere good nature, and will wantonly 
promise the same thing to fifty in a day 
—and disappoint forty-nine. 
I say 


once more, emphatically, trust not to 
promises, until men become a little 
more honest; and thus, by doubting 
their veracity, put them upon their good 
behaviour. 
And doubt every man who 


has not strictly complied with all his 
engagements. If he has disappointed 
others, may he not disappoint you ?— 
What reasons have you to think other- 
wise ? 
In fine, never think you have 


money at command until it be actually 
in your hand; and therefore take care 
how you promise it. 
Neglect of such 


prudentials hinders men from becoming 
rich.

From the Journal of Health, 


INTEMPERANCE—INSANITY. 


The bloated face3and trembling hand 


—indigestion and dropsy—diseased liv- 
er and kidney,—are common and ac- 
knowledged effects of intemperance.— 
By this word intemperance, we do not 
mean merely drunkenness, 3>ut the prac- 
tice o' daily stimulating beyond their 
healthy and regular heats, the heart 
and blood vessels, by potations of vi- 
nous, malt, or distilled liquors. It is 
not, perhaps, so generally known, that 
the man of intemperate habhs is prone 
to madness, and of course Tnibie to be- 
come the inmate cf a hospital, or lu- 
natic asylum. The instances of tem- 
porary madness in drunkards are very 
common. After some days they may 
recover by suitable medical treatment, 
but if they return to their evil habits, 
they a? e exposed to fresh attack vvhir.h 
finally pro',e fatal. 
A ^ound or a frac- 


tured limb v,Inch, in common healthy 
constitutions, \voultl soon heal, wall of- 
ten excite to frenzy the habitual drunk- 
ard, arscl he the immediate cause of his 
death. 
The chances of recovery from 


any disease whatever, are infinitely less 
for the drunkard than the sober man. 
When the iinsll-pox prevailed so tx- 
tensjveiy in Phihdelphid, ri 1333-4, 
we Lie- cr kncv. of a drunkard v-ho re- 
r.oveied from an attack of the natural 
disease, that Is, wheie neither vaccina- 


tion nor inoculation had been practi- 
sed. 
He for the most part died deliri- 


ous. 


But, 
independent of these instances 


of temporary and accidental madness, 
there is a formidable list of the perma- 
nent and incurable kind, caused by 
drunkenness. 
In a table of 1370 lu- 


natics admitted into the asylum at 
Cork, Dr. Hallaran says that 160, near- 
ly an eighth of the whole number, 
were insane from this unhappy indul- 
gence. 
Though the French are com- 


paratively a sober people, it appears 
that out of 2507 lunatics admitted into 
their hospitals, 185 were insane from 
the same cause. 
Men are often driven 


to self destruction by a habit of drunk- 
enness. 
Out of 218 cases of suicide, 


published by Professor Casper of Ber- 
lin, (in a list of 500) the causes of which 
were known, 54 were the effects of 
drunkenness and dissipation. 


Exercise.—Thoughout all 
nature, 


want of motion indicates weakness, 
corruption, inanimation and death.— 
Trenck, in his damp prison, leaped a- 
bout like a lion, in his fetters of seven- 
ty pounds weight, in order to preserve 
his health : and an illustrious physi- 
cian observes, UI know not which is 
most necessary to the support of the 
human frame, food or malion.*' 
Were 


the exercise of the body attended to in 
a corresponding degree with that of 
the mind, men of great learning would 
be more healthy and vigorous—of more 
general talents—of ampler practical 
knowledge—more happy in their do- 
mestic lives—more enterprising, and 
more attached to their duties as men. 
In fine, it may with much propriety 
be said, that the highest refinement of 
the mind, without improvement of the 
body, can never present any thing more 
than half a human being. 


Vagaries of Fashion.—People on this 


side of the Atlantic^ especially those 
who reside in the country, have but a 
faint idea of the many, and often ludi- 
crous, changes, to which fashion sub- 
jects her votaries in Europe. , As soon 
as fashion becomes common there, H 
would be vastly ungenteel for ikihe ton" 
any longer to appear in it ; and he who 
lags .a little behind, in the ever varying 
changes, must calculate to be of but lit- 
tle repute in the world of fashion. 
An 


anecdote is related which well illus 
trates the eager haste with which the 
votaries of fashion follow those who are 
considered as entitled to take the lead. 
A few years since, when queues were u- 
niversally worn, the present King, then 
Prince Regent, appeared one morning 
in St. James's Park, with his queue 
turned up under his hat. He was noti- 
ced by all the exquisites, who, suppo- 
sing his queue was cutoff, immediately 
repaired to the barbers to follow his 
example, and such a cropping- of tails 
never before took place in one day in 
London. The next morning, to their 
great mortification and chagrin, the 
Prince appeared as usual, with his 
queue at full length, laughing in his 
sleeve, no doubt, at the number of tail- 
less monkeys which had been duped by 
aj)i?ig him. 


So great is the number of the slaves 


to this arbitrary mistress in London, 
and so great is the importance they at- 
tach to the subject, that several period- 
ical publications, expressly devoted to 
fashion, are well supported in that city. 


Massachusetts Spy. 


Of the Pyramids of Egypt the largest 


that of Cheops, is a square, 746 feet, 
(near 14 acres) and its height 461, being 
24 feet higher than St. Peter's at Rome 
and 317 feet higher than St. Paul's.— 
The quantity of stone which it contains 
is calculated at six millions of tons 
which is three times that employed ij 
the Breakwater at Plymouth, and has 
been calculated by a French engineer 
lo be sufficient to build a wall round iht 
whole of France, 1O feel high and O 
foot broad. Its area at the ba.sc is, as 
near as may be, that of Lincoln Inn 
Fields. 


Connexion nftheJltlvrilic with the Paci- 


fic-—A Bogota paper -siays : The topo- 
graphical commission appointed to ex- 
amine the obstacles which oppose the 
opening of a communication between 
the Atlantic and tin- Pacific throuj 
the Isthmus of Panama, have infonnec 
the Government thai in their opinion 
one considerable difficulty has vanished 
in the discovery that the two seas prove 
the same k-.d; hut notwithstanding 
this, they consider the enterprise as not 
very ea>y to be accomplished, 
The jjiesml mode of communication 


.vould, perhaps, be preferable. 
The 


navigation of the river Chagrcs being 


.nproved by means of steamboats, and 
a road constructed from Cruchs to Pa- 
nama, which is scarcely seven leagues, 
ind can be made passable for carriages, 
the course to the Pacific would be very 
short. 
Even as the case is at present, 


Seignor Hurtado, going with his fami- 
y as far as Panama, has travelled from 
Jamaica to Buenaventura,(Popayan) in 
only twenty days. 
Whatever may be 


the mode, the government of the Re- 
public is disposed to encourage the pro- 
jects which may be presented to facili- 
:ate the said communication across the 
Isthmus, and will give to the underla- 
ying all the favor in their power, which 
shall be compatible with the security 
and defence of the country. 


The following is an extract of a let- 


ter, published in the British Court 
Journal, on 'the subject of the purchase 
of Jerusalem by Baron Rothschild. 


KING ROTHSCHILD.—The following 


curious extract is from a private letter 
from Smyrna. 
We give is. without 


note or comment.' 


The confidence of the children of Is- 


rael in the words of the Prophet has 
not been in vain ; the temple of Solo- 
mon wil! be restored in all Us splendor. 
Baron Rothschild, who was accused of 
having gone lo Rome to abjure the * 
faith of his fathers, has merely passed 
through the city on his way to Constan- 
tinople, where he is about to negociate 
a loan with the Porte. It is stated, on. 
good authority, that Baron Rothschild 
has engaged to furnish to the Sultan 
the enormous sum of 350,000,000 pias- 
tres, at three instalments, without inte- 
rest, on condition of the Sultan's enga- 
ging, for himself and his successors, to 
yield to Baron Rothschild forever, the 
sovereignty of Jerusalem, and the terri- 
tory of ancient Palestine, which was 
occupied by the twelve tribes. 
The 


Baron's intention is, to grant to the 
rich Israelites who are scattered abou't 
in different parts of the world, portions 
of that country, where he proposes to" 
establish seigniorities,and to give them, 
as far as possible, their ancient and 
sacred laws. 


Thus the descendants of the He- 


brews will at length have a country, 
and every friend of humanity must re- 
joice at the happy event. -The poor 
Jews will cease to be the victims of op- 
pression and injustice. 
Glory to the 


great Baron Rothschild, who makes 
so noble a use of his ingots. 


A little army being judged necessa- 


ry for the restored kingdom, measures 
have been taken for recruiting if out of 
the wrecks of the Jewish battalion 
raised in Holland by Louis Bonaparte. 
All the Israelites who were employed 
in various departments of the Dutch 
Administration, are to obtain superior 
posts under the Government of Jerusa- 
lem, and the expenses of their journey 
are to be paid them in advance. 


A writer in the United States' Gaz- 


ette, stales, that the wooden viaducts 
on the Delaware and Hudson rail-road, 
have, on the first experiment made on 
them, with a locomotive engine, totally 
failed, though no load was attached lo 
the engine, and the burthen to be sus- 
tained was only 6 tons and a half. 
The 


rails were observed to bend under the 
pressure and "to rebound, as it was re- 
moved, like saplings ; the screws which 
fastened down the iron plates came out, 
and the plates came off. None of these 
viaducts are more than 25 or 30 feet 
high, and are formed of heavy timber 
al least a foot square. The writer con- 
cludes by saying that S350,000 expend- 
ed on the work and repairs uhave been 
all thrown away, that it is radically ru- 
inous in plan, and utterly worthless in 
practice, and only to be improved by 
tearing it down."

TWO DATS LATER FROM LONDON. 


The Packet ship York, Capt, Decost, 


arrived at New York on Tuesday from 
Liverpool, whence she sailed on the 
24th of October.

Commercial Advertiser have received 
the London papers of the 23d, and Liv- 
erpool of the 24th. 


Preparations for (he Russian retreat.— 


We have no later advices from Hie late 
theatre of war; but on comparing the 
English with the French accounts re- 
ceived yesterday, we believe that the 
treaty of peace had not only been rati- 
fied, (on the 20th September,) by the 
Sultan, but its conditions were already 
in a course of operation; the Turkish 
troops were evacuating Giurgevo. pre- 
paratory to the occupation of that for- 
tress by the Russians. 
"We learn also, 


(says the London Morning Post of Oct. 
23d.) and that with surprise, that so 
early a period as the 28th of October is 
fixed for the payment of the first por- 
tion of the commercial indemnity, and 
consequently that the withdrawal of the 
Russian army will then commence.— 
We entertain but little doubt that the 
money necessary to free Romelia and 
the Balkan from the invading force will 
be provided without delay,'if not with- 
out difficulty. 
As to the Principalities, 


the evacuation of a territory over which 
the Porte has lost, by the terms of the 
treaty, all the authority upon which a 
despotic power would set value, is a- 
nother consideration, and one not likely 
to stimulate the Ottoman government 
to any great sacrifices. The assertion 
that the Russian garrisons are to hold 
Bourgas and Sizeboli for a year after 
the payment of the indemnity, is so de- 
cidedly at variance with the letter of the 
treaty, that it either must be untrue, or 
it is the result of the subsequent negoci- 
ations, by which the occupation of 
those fortresses is sn be taken-in lieu of 
a certain portion of the pecuniary pay- 
ment. 
What the object of Russia 


would 6e in such a retention, it is not 
very easy to reconcile with the disinte- 
restedness of her future' designs." 


SUSSL3 AND TURKEY. 


Since the publication of the treaty be- 


tween these two powers, the British 
Journals have changed their views of 
the moderation of the terms imposed 
by the victor. Bell's Weekly Messen- 
ger declares, "that they have been dic- 
tated at the point of the sword," and 
that "they are the concessions of unre- 
sisting feebleness, and exhausted inso- 
lence, to a conqueror flushed with pre- 
sent victory,and confident of success 
to any further point to which he might 
'choose to push it." 
The Times ob- 


jects to the stipulation securing the in- 
dependence of Russian subjects, resi- 
dent in Turkey, as a violation, quoad 
Aoc, of the sovereignty of the Turkish 
government, and considers that by the 
articles in which" Russia agrees to 
withdraw her troops a'f.ter,the payment 
of the sums exacted from her as the 
price of peace, secures in perpetuity, 
the possession of Moldavia, and Wal- 
lachia, with other territories, "unless 
some extraordinary gift of Providence 
should enable the Sultan to raise the 
sum of five millions of pounds sterling 
in ten years." The Morning Adverti- 
ser alleges, that, "Russia has secured 
to herself the virtual domination of

Government has received advices from 
St. Petersburg!-!, which announce that 
his Imperial Majesty had consented to 
admit of modifications to the treaty of 
the 14th of September, which will ren- 
der it less onerous for the Turks, and 
less obnoxious to the other Powers of 
Europe. The precise nature of the 
proposed modifications has not transpi- 
red ; but it is stated on very good au- 
thority, that they will principally apply 
to the amount of the indemnity, as on 
the amount of this indemnity depends 
the length of the occupation of the prin- 
cipalities. 


The East.—A letter from Constanti- 


nople says ''The treaty between the 
Porte and Russia contains several se- 
cret articles, among which is a stipu- 
lation for the demolition of Silistriu 
and the fortifications of Schoumla. It 
is added that the frigate Raphael will 
be restored to the Russians, and that 
the Turkish fleet will no longer be per- 
mitted to pass the Bosphorus, so that 
the Russians alone will maintain an 
armed squadron in the Black Sea, of 
which they will of course be the exclu- 
sive masters. By the effect of these 
stipulations the Russians will have it 
in their power to invade European 
Turkey whenever they please, the 
Porte being- deprived of all means of 
resistance. It is believed at Pera that 
towards the middle of October a new- 
Russian ambassador will arrive at Con- 
stantinople. Probably this post will 
be entrusted to Count Pahlcn, one of 
the negociators of the last treaty of 
peace. It is said also that the French 
ambassador, Count GuiHemino), has 
experienced some tokens of coolness 
from the ministers of the Sultan, who 
do not conceal their displeasure at the 
indifference displayed by him during 
the late events."

"The President of the Mexican U. 


States to the inhabitants of the Repub- 
lic, GREETING : 


"Desiring to signalize in the year 


1829, the anniversary of our Indepen 
clence by an act of national justice anc 
beneficence that may turn to the ad 
vanceinent and support of so impor 
tant a result; that may consolidati 
more and more public tranquility; tha 
may co-operate to the aggrandizcmen 
of the Republic, and return to an un- 
fortunate portion of its inhabitant; 
those rights which they hold from na 
ture, and that the people protects bj 
wise and equitable laws, in conformity 
with the 30th Art. of the Constitutive 
Act. 


"Making use of the extraordinary 


faculties which have been granted to 
the executive; I thus decree:— 


"1. 
Slavery is for ever abolished in 


the Republic. 


"2. 
Consequently all those individ- 


uals who until this day looked upon 
themselves as slaves, are free. 


"3. 
When the financial situation of 


the Republic admits, the proprietors of 
slaves shall be indemnified, and the in 
demnification regulated by law. 


'And in order that the present de- 


cree may have its full and entire execu- 
tion, I order it to be printed, published 
and circulated to all those whose obli- 
gation is to have it fulfilled.''

1829 :— 


"A crisis seems to be fast approach- 


ing, when the final destiny of the nation 
must be sealed. The preservation and 
happiness of the Cherokee people are 
at stake, and the United Slates must 
soon determine the issue. 
We can on- 


ly look with confidence to the good 
faith and magnanimity of the General 
Government, whose precepts and pro- 
fessions inculcate principles of liberty 
and republicanism, and whose obliga- 
tions are solemnly pledged lo give us 
justice'and proteclion. 
Our treaties of 


relationship are based upon the princi- 
ples of the federal constitution, and so- 
long as peace and good faith are main- 
tained, no power, save that of the Cher- 
okee Nation and the United States joint- 
ly, can legally change them. 
Much, 


therefore, depends on our unity of sen- 
timent and firmness of action, in main- 
taining those sacred rights, which we 
have ever enjoyed ; and, in deliberating 
upon this subject, our mind should be 
matured with that solemnity its great 
importance demands. But if, contrary 
to all expectation, the United States 
shall withdraw their solemn pledges of 
protection, 
utterly 
disregard 
their 


plighted faith, deprive us of the rignt 
of self government, and wrest from us 
our land—then, in the deep anguish of 
our misfortunes, we may justly say, 
there is no place of security for us, no 
confidence left that the United States 
will be more just and faithful to us in 
the barren prairies of the west, than 
when we occupied the soil inherited 
from the Great Author of our existence.
